He was an 
experienced political organ- 
izer, and a fluent linguist, 
and was invaluable in ironing 
out many of the problems' that 
deleloped during the first 
pha se of the ADC ' s work (to 
incourage desertion). 

During the summer of *68, 
(the year of revolutionary up- 
surge) , as the ranks of the 
desertion community in Sweden 
swelled, so did discontent
